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Summary of the Proposed Amendments to Regulation

make numerous editorial and formatting changes.

Result of Analysis

The benefits likely exceed the costs for all proposed changes.

Estimated Economic Impact

These regulations set out the rules for the Commonwealth Neurotraumavhnifiatst
Fund (CNI). The CNI Trust Fund is a non-reverting fund established to provide grampstéor
three years to recipients who engage in research pertaining to brainraadctsm injuries or
recipients who provide community services to individuals who have suffered brain orcgpahal
injuries. The fund receives moneys from the Virginia Department of Magbrciés from
persons who apply for reinstatement of their drivers’ licenses after bamvgted of certain
specified dangerous driving offenses.

Another proposed change will incorporate in the regulations a budget provision enacted
during the 2004 General Assembly session stating that the Department biliRelva Services
Commissioner may reallocate up to $500,000 from unexpended balances in the CNI Trust Fund
to fund new grand awards. Also, proposed changes include numerous changes thHatiead tec
and/or clarifying in nature such as re-arranging sections and updatingtdanguage. None of
these changes are expected to create any significant change in practs;endrsignificant costs
or benefits are expected from these changes other than improving the claribpsisteacy of

the regulations.

In 2007, there wee se
applications from the University of Virginia, thirteen from the Virginian@nonwealth

University, and one from another entity.
